dria to-lay. The subject was the killing 
of Col. Ellsworth by Jackson on the 24th of 
May, 1861. The speaker was Capt. Frank E. 
- Brownell, tho man who shot Jackson an in- 
stant later. 

“Yes, twenty-six years ago, and I can see 

detail as plainly now as I did then. 

1 nf Sea was just aa green in 1861 and the 
sky as ‘eh. Bright Those hills over there,” 
pointing to the insane asylum, which like a 
medisval castle rises cut of the trees at the 
— “look just the same as when we were 
~~ encamped there then; and that old house on 
the point in front of us where you see the 
sign ‘Giessboro manor’ has not changed a 
whit. That long, narrow. wooden wharf 
was not there, however, and we had to take 
small boats to be earried to the larger one 
which took our regiment that night to Alex- 
andria. It was piteh dark when we started, 
and the day hardly broken when we landed. 
We found the city as deserted as a city of 
the dead, and the streets re-echoed our tread 
as we marched through’ them in the early 
morning. I will show you just where we 
landed, and we will go over the ground to- 


gether.” 

“But first tell me something of Ellsworth,“ 
said I. What kind of a man was he?” 

“Col, Ellsworth,” replied Capt. Brownell, 
“was one of the most remarkable men I have 
ever known. He was only 24 years old at tho 
time of his death, and he had already ac- 
quired a national reputation. He was a born 
soldier, and he would certainly have taken a 

high rank in the 
late war had he not 
been cut off at its 
commence ment. 
Born in New York 
a poor boy, at the 
age of 22 he was

“He was a fine looking fellow, though under 
medium height.

“Was he anxious for a battle at Alex- 
andria?” 
No, he was not. by Presi- 
dent Lincoln on account of his prudence, The 
president desired to avoid all violence, and he 
wanted the Confederate soldiers driven out of 
Alexandria without bloodshed if possible. 
Ellsworth thoroughly understood this. He 
promised Lincoln he would be responsible for 
bis command, and before they left he made a 
speech to his men. In this he told us of the 
importance of discipline, and said he had 
pledged his honor that we would act like men. 
He had claimed it as our right to lead the 
army into the enemy’s country, as we were 
the first to answer the call and the first volun- 
teers sworn in forthe war. This right had 
been granted, and he concluded his address 
by urging upon us the importance of the 
utmost circumspection, ‘for the army which 
comes after,’ said he, ‘wiil be judged by you. 
Weare to kill nobody except by kindness, 
Not a shot is to be fired except by orders.’ 
“He then left the regiment and wrote a let- 
ter to his mother and father, a copy of which 
I can give you. This letter reads: 


“*WaSHINGTON, D. C., May 22, 1861. 
„Mx Dear PARENTS: The regiment is or- 
dered to cross the river to-night..We have no 
means of knowing what reception we will 
meet with, although I am of the opinion that 
our entrance tothe city of Alexandria will 
be hotly contested, asI am just informed 
that a large body of troops arrived there to- 
day. Should this happen, my dear parents, 
it may be my lot to be injured in some man- 
ner. Whatever. may happen, cherish the 
. consolation that I was engaged in the per- 
formance ‘of a sacred duty, and to-night, 
thinking of the probabilities of to-morrow 
and the occurrences of the past, I am perfect- 
ly content to accept whatever my fortune 
may be, confident that He who noted the 
fall of a sparrow will have some purpose 
even in the fate of one like me. 

“My darling and ever loved parents, good- 
by! God bless, protect and care for you! 
‘EI MER 79 
By this time the ferry boat had reached 
Alexanuria, and, with Capt. Brownell, I 
went over the route from where the boat 
landed to the Marshall house, “Here,” said 
the captain, standing in front of a dingy 
warehouse, “was where we landed. Just be- 
fore we reached Alexandria a small boat 
shot out from the shadow of the gun boat 
Pawnee, and we came up to the wharf at the 
same time. This boat contained an officer 
bearing a white flag. He talked a moment 
with Col. Ellsworth, and I was informed that 
the town had either ‘surrendered or had been 
placed under a flag of truce, and that the 
Confederates had been given time to leave 
the city. Some troops had been sent from 
Washington to Alexandria by land, and we 
were at this time the only troops here. While 
the regiment were disembarking, a squad of 
us, in company with Col. Ellsworth, started 
up the street. We passed the Braddock house 
on the way, and our destination was the tele- 
graph office. The city was as dead and as 
silent as the grave. There was nota face to 
be seen, and not a window or a door open. 
After going two squares we turned to the 
left down Royal street to King, and here we

As we rode back to Washington together 
Capt. Brownell gave me much of interest 
about Ellsworth, and he told me how President 
Lincoln made him a present of the shotgun. 

He 
also told me how he recovered his ritie with 
which he shot Jackson, and at his home in 
Washington I handled these two weapons 
and looked over a number of interesting rel- 
ics of Col, Ellsworth.

I called at the headquarters and took a 
look at the leading men connected with the 
drill.

Though over 60 he 
moves around like one of the cadets, and his 
only sign of age is in his hair and whiskers, 
which are now turning gray. He is a New 
Yorker by birth, but has lived at Washing- 
ton for the last quarter of a century. From 
1863 to 1866 he was in command of the de- 
fenses of Washington, but he is now ou the 
retired list and he lives very nicely at his 
home in wn. 
Gen. Ordway is 44 years of age, and he be- 
gan his military life as a student at Harvard 
lege. He wasa member of the New Eng- 
guards, and at 18 was a first lieuten- 
ant in the Twenty-fourth Massachusetts 
infantry, one of the three kid 
gloved reginients of Boston. He served 
throughout the war in the armies of the Po- 
tomac and the James, and he was present at 
the tinal surrender at Appomattox. He rose 
from lieutenant to colonel during this time, 
and at the close of the war was made provost 
marshal of the state of Virginia. When his 
regiment was mustered out he was made a 
brigadier general and he was offered a posi- 
tion inthe regular army. He declined this 
and weut to live in Richmond. In 1876 fie 
moved to Washington, and has been largely | 
connected with militia matters here. He bad 
charge of the last inaugural parade, and he 
showed great ability in managing the 20,000: 
men connected with it. He says he hopes to 
make the militia of the District of Columbia

than any others, that is, among those 
brought into court for first offenses, 


and who do not seem to be fully de- 
termined to a course of evil. 
Philanthropists in our larger eastern 
cities are trying-a plan which has 
operated successfully in Boston and 
other cities where it has been adopted, 
and which is certainly worthy of con- 
sideration upon this coast. 

They have established what is known 
as a Probation Agency, which interests 
itself in behalf of those young crim- 
inals who have no friends to aid them, 
and who have no means themselves 
with which to pay for counsel in their 
defense, when arrested for minor 
crimes which mark the first step down- 
ward. 

This agency aims to have a repre- 
sentative at the Police Court every 
morning, to act as the Judge directs, 
and in accordance with the advice of 
the Prosecuting Attorney and Chief of 
Police, and to take persons on proba- 
tion who have for the first time been 
arrested for the violation of law. The 
object of the agency is not to shield the 
young offender from the just penalty 
of his wrong-doing, but to provide a 
place for him, with the consent of the 
rightful authorities, where he shall 
have employment, and yet be removed 
from the influence of and association 
with hardéned criminals. 

Commitment to jail for light offenses 
is often a serious bar between the way- 
ward youth and reformation. He is 
thrust in there, where he becomes 
familiar with criminals. IIe becomes 
accustomed to profanity—to vice in its 
various forms. He is taught to look 
upon law as something oppressive, 
which it is wisdom to elude. Evil 
schemes and foul crimes he hears dis- 
cussed, honest labor is scorned, and 
the best means to live without it ar 
frequently considered. | 

All of this has its effect upon the 
young mind, which is, perhaps, pretty 
nearly balanced between good and evil. 
If everything about him tends to the 
evil it is not surprising if his inclina- 
tions are gradually led in that direc- 
tion. What he needs at this stage is 
the restraint of moral surroundings. 

It is to be feared that society has 
made a mistake in its treatment of this 
class of criminals and any movement 
that looks toward their reformation is 
worthy of trial.

Hong Di to Be Tried Next Month—Another Mar- 
derous Celestial Gets in His Work—-South- 
ern Pacific's Right of Way Through 
Gaviota Pass. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San FRANCISCO, June 3.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] There was the sharpest 
kind of excitement in the wheat trade to- 
day, with the bears in a sort of panic during 
both sessions. Yesterday a demand was 
made upon those who had sold buyer, year 
contracts short for 10,000 tons of actual 
grain, and an option was given these sellers 
to settle for cash, in case they did not have 
the grain, ata price to be fixed by the big 
pool. The price of call-board spot wheat, 
that is, wheat piled up in 100-ton lots in 
call-board warehouses, was $1.85 yesterday. 
This morning spot wheat was advanced by 
the pool to $2.10 in a most abrupt manner. 
Of course, all those who were called upon 


and who did not have the grain to deliver, 
had to settle at that price. For several hours 


a long string of despondent short-sellers 
filed up into Dresbach’s office, on California 
street, to make their settlements. It is re- 
ported that several severe losses were 
entailed. Prices of other options were 
pushed up as well.

Petroleum One of ‘Ite Chief Ingredi- 
ente—A Secret for 400 Years. 
{Murray's Magazine.)

Sometimes 
at the moment of attack on a besieged 
place, great cauldrons containing the 
seething mixture were tilted on the 
walls, and the contents 9 7 — upon 
the assailants with terrible effect.

launched -hot balls of iron, 
which fell effect within 
the walls of a besieged city.

a terrifying effect. Even in modern 
battles the results obtained aie 
fire, especially the fire of shells, are out 
of all p eo to the number of men 
killed. ter, when the secret of the 
Greek fire had become known boa yes 
Saracens, and it had been ado aes 
them, its effects were equally — 
bythe Crusaders. The fact that it could 
not be extinguished by water added 
to the terror caused by the noise, smoke 
and flame. The secret of its compo- 
sition was carefully guarded by the 
Greeks and retained for their exclusive 
use for about 400 years. Fables were 
invented to hide from other nations so 
valuable an adjunct to the art of war, 
and the barbarians were informed thet 
it had been revealed by an angel to
